Thinking back a long time, memory focuses on a ghetto, 
contained within a few miles inside of Brooklyn, where the drums 
beat with a different tempo from that of Christian America. 
Pushcarts lined the streets, and Orthodox men wore long beards, and 
had finger curls for sideburns. The women cut their hair off when 
they married, and wore wigs. On Fridays, every house was pungent 
with the odor of fish and onions cooking in a stew. The young who 
grew up there. left as soon as they could, to try to lose the look and 
sound and smell of the ghetto. In those days, many fashionable clubs 
and resorts all over the land, had signs posted, “No Jews and dogs 
allowed”’. 

Times have changed, we all took turns, the Irish, the Polish, the 
Italians, none persecuted as much as the Jew. It is only with the 
advent of the Republic of Israel, that the Jew in American has 
known racial pride and self respect. 


Today the Negro feels the same kindling of racial pride, that was 
denied him for the past three hundred years. Just as ignorance was 
to. blame in the past, it is to blame today. There isn’t one Negro in 
Springfield who is not aware of the School Committee rebuff of the 
Metco proposal. What has this gained for us but malice and 
animosity? 

Since our elected officials have displayed such abysmal ignorance, 
many of us have become aware that if we want bridges built for 
brotherhood, peace, and good will, we must build them ourselves. 
There are a number of agencies in Spfld., that are involved in human 
realtions. For people who want to take the first step to a better 
tomorrow, and don’t know how to go about it, here is one avenue. 
The Spfld. Housing Authority has a tenant relations office, which is 
headed by Mrs. Mary Matos. Mrs. Matos will be happy to meet 
people and bring them together with Spfld. families. She will explain 
what can be anticipated. Through her one can meet other suburban 
families from other towns, who are active in this stimulating and 
exciting challenge, people from Wilbraham, E. Long., Long., and yes, 
some from Agawam. The tenant relations of the Riverview apart- 
ments is her principal domain. Call and talk to her. Take that first 
step. The number is 736-5444. 


It is heartening to note, that since my editorial in the beginning 
of May, the Agawam UMCA has started bringing Spfld. children into 
their day camp. At the time, I also mentioned the Lions Club, the 
Women’s Club, and Jr. Women’s Club, and all the ethnic and church 
organizations. They are in a position to do vitally needed work in 
improving race relations, and in sharing the abundance we are 
blessed with, with those who are deprived. But for those who are 
able to do so, the backyard swimming pool, or a chair on the porch, 
is still the best way to make a friend. This is personal, and that’s 
when it has meaning.
